Personal checks will be 
accepted if 10 cents (not 10%) be added to cover our costs 
in connection with them. If actual cash is sent, register it. 
All seeds are quoted postpaid, but plants and bulbs are offered 
for express shipment, collect for shipping charges. If you want 
plants or bulbs by mail, add to your remittance for postage 
and mail packing on basis of 5% for shipment to points east 
of Pittsburgh and north of the Potomac, 10% for points beyond 
these limits but still east of the Mississippi, and 15% for 
destinations west of that river. Safe arrival in good, growable 
‘condition is guaranteed of bulbs and plants during period 
from April 15th to November 25th. During the winter season, 
bulbs and plants are guaranteed as to arrival only, and not 
against freezing in transit. We shall, though, pack carefully 
and warmly.

CERTAIN EASIER ORCHIDS 


Here are four Orchids that are rather easy to grow, easy 
enough so that you may bloom them readily in pots in a 
house window. They are worth growing, too, for their blos- 
soms are lovely and dainty. The plants are long-lived, and 
they will flower year after year. They need no special or 
difficult-to-give conditions, just regular potting soil and usual 
house plant care. Of course you can grow them in a green- 
house if you are lucky enough to have one, but definitely you 
do not have to wait for that greenhouse before having Orchids. 
Those here do well in full sun in winter, but prefer an eastern 
or a partly shaded window in summer. Bletilla goes dormant ° 
during the summer months, but the others keep in slow growth. 
Calanthe and Bletilla may also be grown in the open garden 
in climates no more severe than that of Philadelphia if given 
good winter protection of straw or leaves. 


BLETILLA HYACINTHINA 
—The Hyacinth Orchid.

AUTUMN SEED-SOWING 


Seeds of certain hardy perennials, and of many bulbs, shrubs 
and trees, seem to need a period of exposure to low soil tem- 
peratures in order to put them in shape to germinate. The best 
way to handle such seeds is to sow them in open ground seed- 
beds, or in cold-frame, in late autumn, October or November, 
but in regions with mild winters, or elsewhere whenever the 
ground thaws for a few days, the sowings may continue during 
December, January and February with excellent results. Of 
course seeds of house plants may be sown any time of year, usu- 
ally under glass in a sunny window or greenhouse. We list at 
least 1000 different kinds of seeds that may be sown to advan- 
tage during the autumn months, either out of doors or under 
glass.

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VARIED GRAPE HYACINTHS

THE PITCHER PLANTS
